1. On 1? November 1950 the Viet Minh quartermaster station at Chinghst (106-25, 
23-09) received sixteen 75mm mountain guns, 280 cases of ammunition and 
4) mules from Nanning. ‘These were shipped to Indochina two days later. 


2. The Viet Minh quortermaster station initially commandeered civilian 
buildings for warehouse use, but in mid-October began conetruction of 
temporary warehouses surrounded by wire fences. Five buildinge were 
completed by 20 November 1950. Unauthorized persons are not allowed 
to enter these enclosures. 
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
